When an item is recorded in all the counties 


within one of the four chief regions into which the SED network is divided (North, 
West Midlands, East Midlands, South) this is indicated by the abbreviations N, WM, 


EM, S respectively. The abbreviation Eng means that the item concerned is recorded 
by SED from all English counties and the Isle of Man. 


The Anglo-Welsh material cited in what follows is of three main kinds: (i) 
responses to Items in the SAWD Questionnaire that are designated therein as having 


special morphological or syntac 


tical significance; (ii) responses to other items in the 


SAWD Questionnaire, these being sometimes distinguished as "non-morphological 
material’ (NMM) or “non-syntactical material” (NSM); (iii) Incidental Material (cf. 
§1.1 above), which is sometimes distinguished by the abbreviation IM.
